GOOD NEWS AND BAD’ 


REPRINTED FROM THE PACIFIC CITIZEN; i 
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The criticism hes been made, and often by those who 
are most sincerely interested in our welfare, that the 
PACIFIC CITIZEN presents only unfavorable nows, that 
its columns aro depressing, fearful and harmful to ni- 
Sei morale. 

It is true, of course, that many nows stories in 
Our columns are whet might be termed "unfavorable" to 
the nisei. 

But it is also true that what has happened to the 
nisei, and what is happoning today are often very un- 
happy things, Evacuation was not a pretty story, nor 
is incarceration in rolocation centers. Rosolutions 
domanding blood from the nisei do not make good read- 
ing, nor do tales œ what certain wost coast politicians 
and pressure groups are doing to harm the nisoi make 
Pleasant news, 

But unless we know the nature of our enemies and 
the nature of the weapons they use, we cannot carry on 
any effective fight against them. The things that have 
happered to the nisei can happen again unless we are 
on guard every minute of every hour. 

Wo cannot afford to indulge in oscapiam--now or ever 
again. The escape mechanisms wo employed when we 
lived on the wost coast mado us easy prey to party po= 
liticians, to infringoments upon our rights. 

Wo cannot afford to forgot ovacuation, While it is 
true that from now on we must concentrate upon roloca- 
tion, we must novortheless not forget that ovacuntion 
is not a doad issue. It car never be a decd issue so 
long as relocation centers hold a single person of 
Japanose ancestry, SO long oS we aro not allowed froo= 
dom of movemont within this country, and particularly 
to the homes wo left, evecuntion isa thing accomplish- 
od. But it is not so far as we are concernod, its 
conustitutianality remains still to be settled. Unless 
we &re assured this precedent will not became a palicy, 
until we know it cannot happen again, we cannot cease 
this fight. ' 

The role of any newspaper or eny organization that 
attempts to fight against great odds for the rights of 
& political or racial minority is seldom a happy one, 
for the truth is ofton a very unhappy ‘thing. But so 
long as, week after week, the Hearst pross and its in=- 
itators clamor for further rostrictions against the 
nisei and their paronts, so long as the California 
Joint Immigration Committes keeps the issue of the mi- 
sei alivo, so long as Small and large groups hammer 
away at politicians to deport all porsons of Jnapamse 
ancestry--so long as these conditions’ oxist, wo mst 
continuc, week after week, to hamnor back at the so 


persons and these groups with the only weapon woe have 


——-the truth. > 

If all the nisei coased today to koep alive the 
issues of evacuation, it would not dio. Oyr enemios 
are keeping it alive. Our aim is to seo that tho ni- 


sei have this weapon of truth. .—
